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1. The vriter has seen UTILITY’S brother on infreq.uent occasions, 
having entertained him at dinner some months ago, and most recently, 
vtts Imrlted to the brother’s hone on 11 November 1966, 

2. In the course of a long and relauccd evening, during which no 

other guests were present, UTILITY’S brother made a nmber of commentB 
which may be of some peissing interest. A summation of his observationa 
follows: ^ 

a. Aaked about the political situation in Germany. UTILITY’S 
brother Beiid he found the twin developments of the Natlonaldeinokratiscbe 
Psrtei yote in the Kesse state electiona and the elevation of Kurt 
Qeorg KIESINGER (with his acknowledged NSDAP membership dating from 
1933) to the position of heir apparent to Chancellor Ludwig ERHARD 

to be distressing in the extreme. His reasoning is based not so munh 
on any serious concern about a resurgence of Naxiem in the Federal 
Republic, which he dismissea out-of-hand, but rather with the unfortunate 
impression these two events will create abroad, particularly in Engiand 
and the USSR, where Kiesinger’s NSUAP zrtembership will add. fuel to the flames 
and render any accomodation with the Soviet Bloc infinitely more problematical, 
UTILITI’s brother expressed a personal preference for Bugen CERSTEJTMAJER , 
and said was . not at all sure why GURSTKNMAIER had withdrawn his 
candidacy, unless be had been persuaded by Franz Josef STRAUSS that it was 
wiser to withdraw in view of the hopelessness of his situation, rather 
than ouffer an embarrassing defeat within the CUU/CSU Party cauctis. 

UTILITY’S brother in any case beJJ.eves that the power behind the throne 
is Franz Josef Strauss, whose political ambitlona have never waned, 
and who may have exacted a substontied price in return for throwing his 
eSU block behind Kiesinger. 

b. On the subject of Erhard, UTILITY’S brother indicated that 
it had been CATIKK (and others.* ) experience that ERHARD of late has been 

•preoccupied and apparently unable to make decisions on even relatively 
simple matters. CATUSK officers have made presentations to ERHARD in 
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search of decisions ^ only to find th&t Erhard vould sit qxiietly by, 
puffing on a long cigar, and declining to wake a decision, UTILITY *s 
brother says that the story is going araxmd that ERHARD *s phyatcsl condition 
has deteriorated substantially over the last tvelre to eighteen joontha, 
the accepted diagnosis being rapidly wrsenlng arteriosclerosis. 

c. UTILITIES brother said that he had Just returned frcm a /j 

visit to his brother, vhoaa he found to be particularly enigmatic. UTILITY 'j 

had introduced his successor (a general vhose name the brother did not Ij 

volunteer), but according to our host in Rome, it does not appear likely j 

that DTTliITr vlll retire on schedule end will be extended by special 
legislation (via. reference). UTILITT's brother also coHmented that all I 

other things being equal, he isay himself remain on duty for some additional ) 
unspecified period of time. 

i 

d. In response to a qizery on the extent and nature of his local 
contacts vlth Soviet Bloc personalities, UTILITY’S brother pointed out 
that he has no official or dlplxanatic standing, being widely known as the 
"unofficial C2AT0SK representative” or the "personal representative of 
his brother in Rone." By virtue of this anomalous sitxiation, UTILITY’S 
brother is able to avoid the diplonatic social whirl, which he said he 
abhors, and select only those occoalons, usually of a semi-official 
nature, in which he participates. He indicated he was close to, and had 
considerable respect for, the West Oenoaa ambassador in Rome. Ris other 
major range of contacts is to be fotjnd in the Vatlcjwi^ vhexe he is a 
prcamlnent meiaber of various unofficial atu^ groups and the like, although 
he did not expound at any length on this subject* 

e. roiLm’s brother also proudly displayed his orders and 
decorations , along with a series of autographed photos of a range of 
dignitariefl, inclxiding lisberto, former King of Italy, Adenauer, the Chief 
of Staff of the Italian Army, Prince Ferdinand of HohenzoUern*^lgBiaringen, 
and (which he indicated trtIous French officials have asked him to intercede 
on their behalf for tlie award of this prited decoration), a Savoy order 
present^ . to jiim. by jCaherto, >aad the- Ttaliah Commander of the Italian Republic. 

P* imiilTI’s brother said that his relations with C- ^ 

were excellent, and he enjoyed thoroughly the confidence and support of 
his hosts. He djropped one or .wo mildly derogatory comments about 
soae of the lower-level £T z7 officials (notably ^ , but said that 

the normal exchange of paper proceeds smoothly. Among the military, he 
numbers l: ^ as a close, personal friend, and expr^sod come lack of 

enthimiBsm f or £T whom he considers to be the less effective of the two. 

3. The undersigned accepted UTILITY’S brother’s offer to inspect 
the ijaaprecsive , toj>-*floor apartment which he piirchaaed in 1|95T; he sb-Twed 
his bookcase-lined study, which also contains two large inctal safes (key 
locks), and then dlaplaycd the adjacent room in which bis long-time 
secretory works. This room contained a teletype machine (which he ssid 
connects directly to his brother’s office), and next to it vbat he rvf erred 
to os on "off-line cipher mchlne", which was, however, covered and could 
not be more closely inspected* In this connection, he showed the writer 
a deciphered message he had received on 7 November from the outgoing chief 
the Verbindungsdlenst (cryptonym: "Viktor") thanking his coUeeM^uea 
for their support. The message was addressed pcrscmally to "Gustav" 

(clearly the cryptonym for UTILITY’S boother), and was also signed by 
"Boerendorf", the incoming Chief of the Verbindungsdlenst . UTILITY 'b 
brother asked that the writer not indicate he had seen the cipher 
equipment nor a deciphered message, and said that it was not necessary 
to bother with the cryptonyms involved, since they were not pertinent 
to the body of the message, a torturous and labored German military 
text which he said impressed him more and more with the inflexibility and 
stereotyped mentality of the typical Gennan military officer, since both 
"Viktor" and "Roerendorf" are full o^JJLonels of the Germsn General Staff. 
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k. In descri'bin^ hie functions, unLITT’s brother said that he is 
first and f oreaoBt a aailrnsn ( "Brieftraeger" ) , which he Tostly prefers , . 

since this role does not require him to engage in the ndnutloe of intelli- 
gence operatlooiB* He does not enjc^ reading files, and has little interest 
in C£/CS operations • He prittariiy passed reports to cL JX froa CATUSK 
and receives BBterlal in the opposite direction; he jaaintains on his 
staff, in addition to the secsretazy, a full-tine translator f or Qeimm to 
Italian and rtee-versa, an elderly nan who has apparently been enq>loyed 
by UfILITI *0 brother for a mnaber of years. Working out of the Oenaan 
Bsibaasy, OflLITr^s brother also has under his siq>erTialon a It. Col. or 
Col. TDK SEIOTB, Bcai of Frans 701 SELOTE, author of the World War I 
trllo^ and one of the foffladaga of the ^tdhZheln. It is not entirely 

'the; xSi^tioz^ in the eonznand sense, is between UTXLm^s 
brother and Col. TQZf HELZyfE, althou^ the latter is clearly to sosBe 
extent at his beck and call. 

5. Oo the subject of aail, lIEILlTf*s brother said that he relies 
hoerily on couriers between Rowe and Monich who travel twice a week (once 
each way) by air. He also trarels hiiaself (usually by train) to Germany, 
and has a Gensan chauffeur, apporeaixly connected with the local Embassy, 
olthr.:3^1he name v:^s not mentioned. 

6. UTILITT’s brother's wife is a delightful Swedish woman in her 
Biddle 60's, az&d they hare one doubter (at least), idxo is on the verge 
of Harrying an ne’er-do-well, ^irtilch is causing them both considerable 
anguiuh. unLirr's brother has threatened to disown his daughter, and 
\2:^ mother is very ®ach upset over this familial crisis, the outcome of 
Tkhich is not currently known. 

7* Uni#m’B brother mointainB a very large apartment, decorated 
vl'^oh many valuable antiques, which heplcks np on regular visits to 
antique shows in Gerwany end Austria. He displayed with great pride 
his l8th c«itury clocks and various items of Biederaiayer furniture, coBQjlete 
with detailed accouuts of where and how he found them, accong^onied by 
the display of numerous catalogues of antique shows. He also appeeoca 
to be . a real connoisseur of l&th and 19th century German painters, and 

has several fine originals on hia walls .

8, Iha foregoing comreys nothing new or startling, bnt is reported 
for the record only, to convey some is^)reasiona of the natux'e and scope 
of the activities of OTIUTI^b brother in Borne. Such other i?.forniatloin as 
zaay be developed in the future will be recorded; on the substantive side, 
it might be added only that meaningful dealings on a professional basis 
with UTILITr’s brother do not appear warranted, olthou^ it is recognised 
that there nay be an exceptional case where local discussion night 
be useful.
